MADSEN DIRECTS NEVIL PROGRAM 

Willard J. Madsen is directing the Nevil 
Communication Enhancement Program which is 
being held at Gallaudet this year. A 29- 
week project, the program is designed to 
provide orientation and training in simul- 
taneous communication for 156 teachers, 
administrators and counselors from the 
Pennsylvania School for the Deaf (Mt. Airy), 
which began to phase out the oral method 
of communication this summer. 

A different group of five or six parti- 
cipants will arrive on campus Sunday eve- 
nings and depart on Saturday afternoons 
throughout the duration of the program. 
Each week's group will be living in the 
new dorm and will be wearing a name tag 
so that you will be able to identify them.
